Greenwich 
'let down' 
over river 
crossing 

GREENWICH council and ihe 
newly-formed Thamesmead 
Trust —theprivaiecompanvsei 
up to take over the Greater 
London Council's responsibil¬ 
ities in Thamesmead — have 
clashed over the controversial 
plans Tor an east London river 
crossing. 

The long inquiry into the road 
scheme (today will be day 110) 
has heard Greenwich council 
violently oppose the proposal. 

But thelocalamhorityhasrelt 
let do wit by the new trust, whose 
board has chosen not to back the 
council's fight. 

While Greenwich has argued 
over the wider environmental 
effects of the rood (which will 
link the Mil to the A2), 
Thames mead Trust is looking 
purely at the potential benefits 
to the new town. 

The trust's chairman, Clive 
Thornton, told HD that he 
wanted “to secure the best 
poss i ble dca I for Thu mcsnicnd". 
His view is thm the improved 
access will improve job pros¬ 
pects, and pm the town "on the 
map”. 

Greenwich argued that the 
environmental costs of the pro¬ 
posals are loo severe — includ¬ 
ing the demo liliun of230 homes, 
damage ton conservation wood¬ 
land. and widespread pollution.

EDUCATION secretary Kenneth Baker is likely 
to face a High Court challenge to his decision to 
stop intakes to Huddersfield and North East 
London Polytechnic schools of architecture. 

Both schools pledged this week to defy the 
directive that intakes to first year courses should 
cease. 

Lawyers are being consulted on the case for 
taking Baker to court, claiming that he acted 


unreasonably, after unjustifiable delay, and that 
there has been grave maladminsitration within the 
Department of Education & Science. v .. 

And even if the legal challenge fails, the schools 
are determined to continue with intakes of 
overseas students, effectively going private. 
Meanwhile, the processing or home students who 
have accepted offers for the threatened courses 
continues.

CONTROVERSY over 
a Seifert scheme for 
London's Docklands has 
been fuelled by an aston¬ 
ishing revelation about 
how the DoE overturned 
its own inspector’s de¬ 
cision that the develop¬ 
ment should not proceed. 

Former environment sec¬ 
retary Patrick Jenkin, in 
whose name the Limehouse 
Basin permission was issued, 
has now claimed that he had 
no involvement in it. 

In two letters to a constituent. 
Jenkin has outlined how the 
decision was taken and the story 
is certain to provoke Parlia¬ 
mentary questions from oppon¬ 
ents of the development, by 
Huntingate Homes, who in¬ 
clude MPs David Owen and 
Peter Shore. 

In May, Jenkin wrote to the 
constituent and said: “I did not 
actually handle the Limehouse 
Basin application myself — I 
was out of the office when the 
decision fell to be made and it 
was taken by someone else in my 
department." 

He went on to say that he had 
discussed the scheme with 
officials “at an earlier stage" 
and had thought it should not be 
turned down. 

But in a further leltcr this 
month, Jenkin gives a fresh 
n reason for the fact that he did not 
make the decision himself (it was 
In fact taken by junior minister 
Neil Macfarlane). 
i .' He claims that it was because 
1 * s lie knew "and indeed had met" 
two of the principal promoters 
of nn alternative scheme and:" It 


would hRvc been wrong in these 
circumstances for me to have 
taken any part in the final 
decision”. 

But these were not commer¬ 
cial developers submitting a 
rival scheme, but a Cambridge 
student and academic, Michael 
Mallison and Dalibor Vesely,

"alternative” design, produced 
after the inquiry by people at the 
Cambridge school. 

This scheme was not the 
subject of a planning applica¬ 
tion. 

Supporters of the Limehouse 
Petition, launched last week in a 
bid to stop the existing pro¬ 
posals, were asking this week 
why Jenkin had not personally 
taken the decision on the 
Limehouse application, a major 


mixed development of com- | 
mercial and residential uses. 

At the launch of the petition, 
SDP leader Dr Owen called on 
opponents of the scheme to use 
every blocking tactic to get the 
designs amended. 

And members of the Lime¬ 
house Development Group, 
which has published Ihe petition 
with the Town & Country 
Planning Association, are still 
hopeful that pressure may be 
brought to bear on the London 
Docklands Development Cor¬ 
poration and on the landowner, 
British Waterways Board, 
which has a contract with 
Huntingate. 

The group said it was "utterly 
shameful" that Jenkin should be 
"out of the office" when the 
decision was made — when the 
inquiry report bad been on his 
desk for 14 months.

ARCHITECTS in the private 
sector arc enjoy ing a bo om ti me, 
the latest RIBA workload 
statistics reveal. 

In the first three months of the 
year commissions rose by 15.3 
per cent and production draw¬ 
ings were up by a staggcring37.7 
per cent on the end of 1985. 
Vear-on-yenr, commissions 
were up nearly 10 per cent and 
production drawings were lip 32 
percent. 

Far the 13lh successive quar¬ 
ter private architectural em¬ 
ployment rose. It is up by 1.5 per 
cent. 

The long-term view on the 
boom is provided by the 27.5 pe r 
cent increase in the value of 
work certified by architects 
during 1985, while building 
output rose by only 6.3per cent.

Despite this, the then secre¬ 
tary of slate Patrick Jenkin 
overruled his inspector, and 
construction is commencing on 
a scheme which shows a total 
lack of awareness of the needs of 
the neighbourhood, the needs of 
local people and perhaps even 
more blatantly of the physical 
realities of the site.

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CONSERVATION group Save 
Is backing opponents of develop¬ 
ment at Limehouse Basin in a 
report published this week. It 
says: 

"The prospect now Is of 
Limehouse being transformed, 
indeed altered beyond recog¬ 
nition, by large-scale develop¬ 
ments which show no sympathy 
for the history, character or 
community of the area. The 
London Dockland Development 
Corporation was set up in 1981 to 
encourage new development in 
London’s Docklands, to secure 
and channel investment into the 
empty acres. 

“It has had great success in this 
task, but has often had to 
compromise on standards. This 
has been a buyer’s market, with 
permission given to piecemeal 
development, often unrelated in 
style and layout. New housing 
schemes range from the good and 
Imaginative to the banal. News 
International's vast and hideous 
printing works suggests at worst 
that Ihe Docklands is a dumping 
ground for developments which 
could not be contemplated else¬ 
where. 'Portress Wapping* re¬ 
placed the magnificent 1800s 
warehouses ofthe London Docks, 
designed by D A Alexander. 

“To the other side of Lime- 
house, the Canary Wharf scheme 
Is, of course, capable of transfor¬ 
ming (he life ofthe East End and 
of much of south London. The 
scheme would provide 10 million 
square feet of offices, housing 
40,000 employees, and linked to 
the City by a new light railway 
now under construction. In the 
Royal Docks area, yet further 
east, three schemes, totalling six 
million square feet, have recently 
been made public. Apart from 

offices, there would be exhibition 

space, a science park,- hotels.- 
housing and shops. Total invest¬

THE Institute of South 
African Architects is facing a 
major split over how its 
members work within the 
apartheid system. 

The issue, to be resolved by a 
special general meeting of the 
institute on July 7, has now 
involved the RIBA, which has 
been criticised for failing to 
respond to requests by the 
Architects Against Apartheid 
group for support. 

Two letters from the group 
were received at Portland Place 
on February 3 and April 2. They 
went unanswered until June 19, 
the day before BD published a 
letter from HansSchirmacherof 
Architects Against Apartheid i 
criticising the RIBA president's I 
"rebufF". 

Schirmacher told BD that he 
wonders if the ISAA "has 
extended influence in the UK of 
which I was not aware". 

RIBA president Larry Rot- 
land’s letter to Schirmacher 
says that the RIBA Council “has 
been impressed with the work 
(hat the ISAA has tried to do in 
opposing apartheid. We are 
currently studying the ways the 
RIBA can most effectively help 
the situation and will be contin¬ 
uing our discussions with the 
ISAA". 

The ISAA has called the sgm 
after mounting pressure from 
Architects Against Apartheid, 
culminating in 160 members 
signing a petition for Ihe meet¬ 
ing. 

This will consider whether or 
not to change the codes of 
conduct to effectively forbid 
members working on Govern¬ 
ment projects oron schemes that 
in other ways support the 
apartheid system.

A MASSIVE last-minute hand¬ 
out by the Greater London 
Council for housing repairs is to 
be challenged by the London 
Residuary Body. 

The GLC handed over £75 
million to Salman —a financial 
management company — two 
days before it was abolished. 

The money was to be divided 
between 14 boroughs with ex- 
GLC housing stock and has ear¬ 
marked for defective roofs, 
rotten windows, inadequate 
drains and to improve heating 
and security on estates.

Agents jump on Big 
Bang bandwagon 


HOUSEBUILDERS and the 
Government have clashed 
over their interpretation of the 
potential of urban land for 
housing. 

New statistics published by 
the DoE on land use have been 
interpreted by Government 
ministers as demonstrating the 
scope for building homes in 
inner city areas. 

But the National House- 
Building Council has countered 
with its own study purporting to 
show that building homes in the 
inner city is not financially or 
socially justifiable, but is merely 
a reaction to conservation pres¬ 
sures. 

Research carried out for the 
NHBC by Coopers Lybrand 
examined the success of the 
urban development grant and 
development land grant sch¬ 
emes. 

This showed that the deve¬ 
lopment land grants were much 
more successful in getting 
homes built — for each £1 
million of public money the 
UDGs produced an average of 
129 homes whereas the DLG 
projects nveraged 274 homes. 

Coopers Lybrand found that 
inner urban sites—perhaps not 
surprisingly — produced fewer 
new homes for the money than 
sites on the edge of cities and 
towns. On such sites £1 million 
produced on average 120 homes, 
against 780 homes on a more 
desirable location. Neither 
grant scheme reduced pressure 
on greenfield sites. 

The study concluded by 
suggesting a new grant scheme 
would be the best way to try and 
resolve apparently conflicting 
motives in the grant schemes.

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Making waves at Limehouse 


IT is a rare thing to find leading figures 
from the Labour Party and the SDP 
sharing a platform (except on “Question 
Time”).

Yet here they were, 
united in opposition against this 
proposal, and recoin mending all sorts of 
spoiling tactics to prevent the existing 
designs being put into effect. “Try and 
block the scheme at every turn”was the 


Good Doctor's prescription. This would 
Involve the applying of pressure by Ihe 
public authorities to gel the designs 
amended, and on public bodies by all 
those who are supporting the petition. 

As IT by divine intervention, new 
evidence of the way the whole affair has 
been botched has come to light, ns we 
report on page 1 this week. If anything 
has upset outside observers of the 
Limehouse story, It was the outrageous 
way in which the inquiry Inspector's 
damning verdict on Ihe development 
proposals was overruled. Now along 
comes Patrick Jenkin, Secretary of Slate 
for the Environment at the time, and 
disclaims responsibility for the decision:

that if this Is the planning system in 
action (and the inquiry report lay on 
Jenkln's desk in Marsham Street for 
many months), God help us all.

Simplistic 

solutions

PETER Falconer's letter of 
June 13 seems to suggest that 
premature failure of built-up felt 
roofs could be mitigated by the 
simple expedient of protecting 
them from the sun. He quotes 
the exampleof boarded flat-roof 
vestries built in 1938, where a 
three-layer build-up of felt is 
covered with a layer of asbestos 
tiles laid in bitumen, found to be 
in good condition some 37 years 
after completion. 

While it is true that felt 
roofing should be protected 
from ultra-violet light, to sug¬ 
gest by comparison with a 30s 
church building that current flat- 


roof problems arc mainly due in 
solar insulation is to ignore 
many construction and building 
performance criteria. 

His vestries were probably 
built to n good specification in 
generous construction by work¬ 
men who understood what they 
were doingnndhad a reasonable 
time in which to complete the 
work. Furthermore, space heal¬ 
ing is likely to have been low 
and/or intermittent, with neg¬ 
ligible moisture-producing ac¬ 
tivities occurring inside a 
naturally ventilated building, 
giving a low risk of interstitial 
condensation. 

Our more recent history of 
tight budget, lightweight con¬ 
struction, indifTercnt workman¬ 
ship and short contract periods, 
combined with the high mois¬ 
ture content of many scaled, 
insulated and centrally healed 
buildings, creates a more com¬ 
plicated design, construction 
and performance problem. 

Protecting the membrane 
from solar gain is only one of 
many essential performance 
criteria to be considered to 
achieve a successful long term 
flat roof.

From infinity 
to a flea-bite 


From Alice Coleman 
HERB Meyer challenges me lu 
“concede" that one, and only 
one, of two mutually exclusive 
events can take place at one 
time. I doso willingly, it is a basic 
axiom of the binomial distribut¬ 
ion. However, the binomial is 
only one of the many theoretical 
distributions used as yardsticks 
for analysingobserved data, and 
it is not the appropriate choice 
for research on housing design. 
That is why it leads to the 
absurdity of 98 non-crimes per 
week, or one non-crime per 
102.9 minutes — a concept 
which wouldimmediately alert a 
scientist to the need for a more 
realistic approach. 

In his last letter Mr Meyer felt 
that four observations were 
sufficient, but now lie dismisses 
82.000 observations as a mere 
flea-bite, and demands nothing 
less than infinity. Since infinity 
is unrealistic for a five-year 
project, he is effectively claiming 
that there is no such thing us 
valid research on housing 
design. 

He complains of my arith¬ 
metic, but should look to liis 
own. We did not make 21 
observations per estate, but per 
block, and even if we hnd made 
only two it could still have been 
valid. The large numbers re¬ 
quired for a st utlstical exercise 
arc iu*l numbers per case, but 
total numbers, and our 82,000 
observations are more numer¬ 
ous than in the majority ul 
research projects. Another 
misleading figure is his calculat¬ 
ion of a 50:1 chance of escaping 


crime-victimisation on the 
Wigan Housing Estate. He 
omits to mention that this is per 
week, and if multiplied up to 
apply to a year, or several years, 
produces a very high risk indeed 
of becoming, not merely a 
victim, but a recurrent victim. 

In his previous letter Mr 
Meyer wrote “I maintain and 
will continue to maintain..." 
This, of course, is the voiceof l lie 
bigot who refuses to open his 
mind to new truth, and his most 
recent letter contains various 
ways of trying to outflank it, 
ranging from gratuitous smears 
("soi-disaiii", "puerile fourth 
form") to total inaccuracies 
(“all statistical analyses return 
to the normal distribution 
curve"). Mostly, however, he is 
writing about statistical abstra¬ 
ctions m apparent ignorance of u 
whole wide Held of applied 
statistics, and writing with the 
type ofsclf-conlidcni obscurity 
that may persuade some of your 
readers that he knows what he is 
talking about. May 1 leave him 
with a thought? The light of 
science is not for blinding with, 
but for illuminating the truth.

THE Salvador Dali square in 
Madrid is due for completion 
this week — just a year after 
the artist put his signature to 
a preliminary set of draw¬ 
ings. 

The great surrealist painter 
and draftsman offered the late 
mayor of Madrid, Enrique 
Tieino Galvan, plans for a 
“plaza ' 1 which would be both a 
homage to Man’s achievements 
in science and architecture, and 
a place for residents of the 
Barrio de Salamanca to relax. 

In the south east of Madrid, at 
the intersection of Avenida de 
Felipe I! and Antonia Merce, 
the local residents are watching 
the progress of the Plaza de 
Salvador Dali. The site was 
chosen by Dali for its long 
perspective. "His artistic con¬ 
ception of the development of 
the area involved selecting a site 
which would afford an immen¬ 
sely long vista of the monument 
which will adorn (he plaza," 
Jesus Jimenez Canas, Madrid 
council planning specialist, told 
me. (He visited Dali several 
times at his home, "Torre 
Galatea”, to discuss theproject.) 

In fact Dali, now 82 and frail, 
chose the site from his chair in 
"Torre Galatea" where he 
watched videos of Madrid, 
showing traffic flow and en¬ 
vironmental conditions of the 
city. 

One of these revealed the 
location which would provide 
the distance necessary for 
appreciating the immensity of 
the mesolithic monument he 
planned for the plaza. 

The project covers a rectan¬ 
gular area of 250m x 50m, 
stretching from the CalLe Nar¬ 
vaez to the Calle de Lombin and 
inco rpora ting 200m ofFclipe I (. 
It provides paved pedestrian 
access to the 50m diameter 
circular plaza in Antonia Merce. 
Two service roads runoneeither 
side of Felipe 11. As these are 
Intended to provide vehicle 
access to the residential apart¬ 
ments and shops which line (he 
street, they are paved with a 
coarse, hard-wearing stone. 

The remaining area is paved 
with a light grey granite. Traced 
on the granite in black stoneare 
concentric circles, dissected by 
radii emanating from the base of 


the bronze figure which stands 
in the plaza. These circles and 
lines arc an integral part of (he 
design. 

As the circles become more 
distant from their centre, which 
is the monument, their density 
decreases — like the ripples 
caused by a pebble thrown into 
water. The petrified ripples 
expand, gradually lose their 
curve and finally become 
straight lines. They cover the 
length and breadth of the plaza 
and walkway. 

The focal point of the plaza is 
a monument which comprises 
two separate and contrasting 
elements. The first is a mega- 
Jithic dolmen, or prehistoric 
burial chamber, consisting of 
three 100 tonne megaliths 
topped by a 136 tonne capstone. 
The upright stones are being 
specially cut from the grey 
granite quarry of Viliacastin, in 
the Sierra de Guadarrama, 
north west of Madrid. The 
capstone is a natural rock which 
will be brought down from its 
present location in the Sierra de 
fa Cabrera and will process 
through the streets of Madrid to 
its new home, attended by great 
pomp and ceremony. 

Befo re it is moved to the site of 
the plaza, however, the rock has 
to be examined for faults which 
might cause it to crack during 
removal and installation. Hie 
contractors plan to use cranes or 
hydra ulic jacks to raise the stone 
into position. Cleaning of the 
capstone may be necessary to 
ensure that its appearance 
matches that of the newly cut 
megnliths beneath. 

The second part of the monu¬ 
ment is a bronze sculpture, 
based on a design from Dali’s 
painting ’’Fosfeno dc Laporte" 
(1932, oil on canvas). It was 
conceived as a surrealist rep¬ 
resentation of Sir Isaac Newton 
and an almost identical replica 
can be seen in the Dali museum 
in Figueres. 

Newton’s naked body is 
standing upright, on a cube of 
polished black stone imported 
from Portugal, Both his arms 
are fully stretched tb the right. A 
sphere, attached to a cable in his 
right hand, falls parallel to his 
body and a second sphere, 
parallel to the first, hangs in the 
■ centre of his exposed thorax.

the skull, the upper halfof which 
is pierced with small holes. Both 
spheres are made of the same 
black stone as the pedestal and 
they symbolise Newton’s theory 
of universal gravitation. 

The gaping thorax, through 
which the second sphere is seen, 
is a recurring phenomenon in 
Dali’s work and is particularly 
reminiscent of “The weaning of 
rumiture-nutrition" (1934, oil 
on canvas). 

a The legs of the figure are also 


long 

thighs and sinewy muscles. The 
feet are large and the left heel is 
raised off the ground. The right 
foot has been chopped into three 
distinct portions, recalling 
sadomasochistic tendencies 
displayed in “Autumnal Canni¬ 
balism’* (1936, oil on canvas, 
Tate Gallery collection). The 
shoulderblades protrude with a 
curving sensuality which, at a 
glance, give the figure an 
androgynous appearance. 

The 3,8m bronze sculpture 
stands 6 m in front oft he dolmen 


:</ 


on a cube. The sculpture, which 
is being made at the Eduardo 
Capa foundry, weighs 1,050kg; 
the dolmen towers above it. 
Each of the three upright stones 
stand 12.5m high, with an 
additional metre of the lota! 
height cemented underground. 

The project architect, Joaquin 
Sanchez Morales, explained 
how the capstone is connected to 
the three supporting granite 
pillars: a small block of “neo¬ 
prene" is placed in the centre of 
the top of each megalith to 
ensure that the capstone is 
evenly balanced, and the re¬ 
maining gap between capstone 
and pillar is filled with mortar. 
Unlike Stonehenge, the stability 
of Dali’s dolmen relies upon 
man-made adhesive agents 
rather than upon the precise 
tailoring of pillar to capstone by 
means of a tenon and mortise. 

The paradox of this ancient 
monument erected by modern 
means will lend the square a 
certain inimitable style. Al¬ 
though a Spanish plaza is by 
definition a place for people to 
meet, talk and pass the time in 
the open air, Dali had different 
ideas on the matter. Speaking in 
general terms to Jimenez Canas, 
Dali, in his inexorable quest for 
the paranormal, expressed a 
wish for the end result to bear the 
characteristics of a barren 
wilderness, so that it might 
remind the city dwellers of the 
vast plateau of Castilla sur¬ 
rounding the capital. 

One way of achieving this is by 
effective use of lighting. The city 
council has chosen to illuminate 
the pedestrian area with 32 
Holophane Module 600 quartz 
halogen street lights, each of 
which comprises Tour separate 
lamps: one powered by 400 W 
and the other three by 175W 
each. This ensures that the 
strongest light is directed away 
From the neighbouring apart¬ 
ments and onto the paving 
stones of Felipe II. 

The light cast by the 400W 
lamps Is pure white and, there¬ 
fore, does not distort the colour 
of the granite. The lighting 
capacity of these 5m high street 
lights is greatest between heights 
of 0 - 6 m, thus leaving the area 
immediately above them in 
shadow. 

The geometrical shape of the 
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lights contributes to the overall 
impression of austerity which 
Dali originally envisaged for the 
project and creates a striking 
contrast with the dolmen. The 
latter will be illuminated by six 
400W spotlights set in the 
ground giving the impression of 
an intense fire burning beneath 
the capstone. 

Six 500W lamps affixed to the 
facades of the two buildings 
opposite will illuminate the 
bronze sculpture from a heipit 
of 15m. In order to throw the 
figure into relief, four lamps will 
shine from one side and two 
from the other. _ 

There are no plans to include 
trees or flower beds in i he sq uore 
and the city council is undecided 
on the question of liUcr bins ana 
senting facilities.

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Implying

Stanley Hugh Leach v The 
London Borough of Merton 
(Chancery Division of The High 
Court, December 1985) 

This case involved an appeal 
from an aribtrator to Mr Justice 
Vinelott in the Chancery Divi¬ 
sion of the High Court and arose 
out of a JCT 63 (July 1971 
Revision) Standard Form of 
Building Contract for (lie pro¬ 
vision of 287 new dwellings at 
Milchum to be constructed by 
Leach on behalfof Merlon. 

The arbitrator decided a 
number of preliminary issues 
raised by the parties and an 
appeal was brought from his 
decision on certain of those 
preliminary issues. 

Tosiiy that the case itself was 
complex in nnturc would be 
an uiulcrslalenient. The plead¬ 


ings alone in this case ran to 
some 7,000 pages. 

The contractor agreed to 
com plcte the construction of the 
dwellings for the sum of 
£2,265,000 within 33 months of 
the date of possession. 

This is of considerable inter¬ 
est in relation to many of the 
contentious clauses in the JCT 
63 contract, including the 
notice provisions for extensions 
of lime and the application 

f irovisions for reimbursement of 
oss and expense. 

The Importance of (he con¬ 
tractor's programme 
For some of the issues the 
contractor’s programme, sub¬ 
mitted some time after com¬ 
mencement of work, was of 
considerable importance. It 
comprised 54 activities and 
showed a final completion date 
considerably in advance of the 
contractual completion date, 
producing what Leach claimed 
to be a float period to allow for 
delays. In relation to each 
activity there was a bar indicat¬ 
ing the period during which the 
activity would take place. 

Of considerable importance 
was the fnct that opposite each 
activity there were to be found a 
number of conventional signs 
indicating the date on which 
drawings andother information 
was required by Leach. A very 


important issue was whether or 
not this programme amounted 
to a request by Leach to the 
architect for the supply of 
drawings or other information 
at the times indicated by these 
signs. 

This is, of course, significant 
in relation to both the extension 
of time and loss and expense 
provisions in the contract where 
delay in completion or dis¬ 
ruption of material progress 
respectively, due to the late 
supply of drawings information 
etc by the architect, can be the 
basis of an entitlement to an 
extension of time or to reim¬ 
bursement of loss and expense 
incurred. 

In addition, Leach claimed 
that there was an implied term in 
the contract that Merton would 
not hinder them from carrying 
out their obligations under the 
contract and would take allsteps 
reasonably necessary to enable 
(hem to discharge their obli¬ 
gations. 

I n considering the question of 
the i m pi icat ion of terms into t he 
contract the judge made some 
interesting statements concern¬ 
ing the role of the architect and 
the ability of an arbitrator or the 
courts to review and open up his 
decisions certificates etc (note 
Northern Regional Health 
Authority v Crouch). The judge 
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In the I courts 

, w I by Neil Jones 








said it was clear that where the 
architect exercised discretion¬ 
ary powers the exercise of that 
discretion could be reviewed by 
the arbitrator who to that extent 
stood in the shoes of the 
architect. However, to the 
extent that the architect acted as 
agent or servant of the building 
owner in discharging the obli-

building owner by the contract, 
the architect's acts were not the 
subject of review by the arbi¬ 
trator though they could found n 
claim for damages for breach of 
contract by the building owner, 
the extent of which would fall to 
be determined by the arbitrator. 

In other words, where the 
architect is simply acting us 
agent of the client, eg in issuing 
variation instructions or in 
providing drawings and details 
at the appropriate time, such 
activities were not capable of 
review as such by an arbitrator. 
For instance, the arbitrator 
could not decide that the 
employer should have required 
a variation instruction to be 
issued. 

Turning buck to the question 
of whether or not there was an 
implied term that Merton would 
not hinder or prevent Leach 
from carrying out their obliga¬ 
tions in accordance with the 
terms of the contract or in their 
execution of work in a regular 
and orderly manner, eg by the 
late provision of drawings or 
information, the judge upheld 
the arbitrator's decision that 
these terms ought to be implied. 
The judge quoted from the 
speech of Lord Blackburn in 
MacKay v Dick (1881): 

“Where in a written contract 
it appears that both parlies have 
agreed that somclhingsliouldhc 
done which cannot effectively be 
done unless both concur in 
doing it, the const met ion or the 
contract is that each agrees to do 
all that is necessary to be done on 
his part for the carrying out of 
that thing though there may be 
no express words to that effect." 

The judge held that this 
implied undertaking by the 
building owner extended to 
those things which the architect 
must do to enable the contractor 
to carry out the work and that 
the buildingownerwns liable for 
any breach of this duty on the 
part of the architect. 

The judge further held that 
there was an implied term in the 
contract that the architect 
would provide the contractor 
with full, correct and co¬ 
ordinated information concern¬ 
ing the works and that this term 
was to be implied apart from the 
express obligations imposed in 
clause 3(4) requiring the archi¬ 
tect to furnish the contractor 
with drawings and details as and 
when necessary. 

Practice and procedure on the 
Issue of drawings 
Next, the judge turned to the 
question of the lime for the 
provision or instructions, draw¬ 
ings, details etc to be provided 
by the architect. Leach claimed 
that there wasan implied term to 
the effect that these would be 
issued in due time to enable 
Leach to carry out and complete 
the works , in a regular and 
orderly manner ana In accord¬ 
ance with their programme 
and/or In accordance with their 
obligations under the contract. 
Further, that any variations 
would be issued in such time as 


wmiUI enable the contractor to 
carry out and aunplcteihewort 

in a regular and orderly maniS 

and m accordance with rta 
programme and/or In accai 
once with their obligations 
the contract. 

The arbitrator had rejwti 
these as implied terms on the 
basis that they were repeinivtoj 
the express provisions in 
cum met (but note that in 
relation to the provision ol 
information etc, the contract 
requires the architect toprovik 
it to the contractor nl a line 
appropriate for the contractor 
to comply with his contractual 
obligations, eg to complete b, 
the contractual complctiondau 
not necessarily to enable him b 
complete within his program¬ 
med lime for completion). 

Lcuch did not appeal fro: 

(his part of the arbitrator! 
decision and while it mar 
therefore as a matteroflawlmc 
open the question of whether 
not information must be pit 
vided in relation to the cot 
tractor’s programmed con- 
pletion rather than the con¬ 
tractual completion date, it i> 
submitted that it is the latter date 
which is of significance unless 
perhaps the parlies have betn 
unwise enough to give the 
programme contractual status, 
whether in relation to the fvnil 
completion date or the com¬ 
pletion dale for activities shown 
on the programme, in which 
case clause 23 and others should 
he amended. 

Leach argued that there were 
implied terms in the contract 
that the architect would admin¬ 
ister the contract in on efficient 
and proper manner, and in 
accordance with the practice 
and procedure normally follow¬ 
ed by architects, and that accord¬ 
ingly there were implied terms 
that: 

(a) the issue of every drawing 
should be accurately recorded 
by means of an architect's 
instruction or sonic other sim¬ 
ilar procedure; 

(b) every drawing issued would 
have a unique reference; 

(c) where an amended drawing 
was issued a note of the amend¬ 
ment should be made in the note 
box oil the drawing. 

While the judge held that 
generally there was an implied 
obligation on the architect to 
administer the contract in an 
efficient and pro per ma nner, he . 
declined to deal in detail wilh 
how that efficient administrat¬ 
ion should be put into operation 
in relnlion to the issue ol 
drawings.

ALDO van Eyck must have been 
well pleased with the entries for the 
fourth RIBA international design 
competition for students. 

Though not as numerous as those for 
last year's record response to the 
Hockney/Caro gallery—set and j udged 
by James Stirling — the entries includes 
wide variety of responses to a testing 
brief, matching the worldwide distri¬ 
bution of their authors. 

"A Lnst Resort" asked entrants to 
design an enclosure for marsupials and 
monotremes — and human observers 
and keepers — for their year-round 
containment, "takingfull account ofthe 
specific characteristics, behaviour and 
habits of each species, whilst upholding 


their wellbeing and dignity”. 

As a vehicle for van Eyck's thesis, the 
competition is intriguing. He argues for 
"decent, proper buildings — those 
which haven't got what they needn't 
have and belong to where (hey are put,” 
and the brief carries a thinly disguised 
attack on Stirling's concerns: "It does 
not ask you to accommodate works of 
art and 'resolve* polarities like abstract/ 
representational or modern/tradilional 
which do not really exist in architecture 
... interest in the typology ofbuildingsis 
not going to do the job for you — it’s a 
dead alley." 

In this respect the response is 
encouraging. There are few columns and 
capitals and few schemes that might be 
regarded as post-modern — few of the 



“Rats, Posts and Pests" that Van Eyck 
attacked so vehemently in an epic four- 
hour lecture at the RIBA back in 1981. 

What there are, nonetheless, are a 
wide variety of inventive schemes, most 
intimately rooted in their chosen site. 
There are weakschemes.evenamongthe 
"mentioned” category, so there must 
have been some disappointment with the 
overall standard, but the global spread 
of entries gives an intriguing glimpse of 
architectural concerns in schoolsaround 
the world. 

Just under halftheschemesonshowat 
the Royal Academy are from United 
Kingdom schools of architecture, with 
the rest coming from as far as Bulgaria, 
China and Columbia. Some, like in the 
Stirling competition, set out to flatter the 


judge by borrowing themes and forms, a 
strategy van Eyck would no doubt warn 
against. 

A few hint at his church in The 
Hague, some the orphanage in Amster¬ 
dam and others the circular sculpture 
pavilion, but most have picked up the 
spirit of honesty and economy that 
underlies the projects and indeed was 
implicit in the brief. 

Van Eyck’s joint assessor was Dick 
Hillenius, the prominent Dutch zoo¬ 
logist, essayist and poet (who has 
apparently had species of chameleon, 
frogand snake named after him—and is 
the godfather of a Dutch gorilla), with 
assistance from Hannie van Eyck, 
Julyan Wickham (van Eyck’s son-in¬ 
law), Rick Mather and Lucien Lafour.

NO school of architecture in 
the country at the moment 
can be free from some nail- 
biting self-exam ination.even 
if that school does not 
happen to be included at 
present in anyone ofthe “hit 
lists' 1 being issued by the 
various bodies responsible 
for our financing or profes¬ 
sional existence. 

Although in this article I 
shall be critical of some aspects 
of our architectural teaching, i 
must make it clear that 1 am 
completely against the closure 
of any school of architecture in 
Great Britain, and I raise the 
subject because all of us in 
teaching have been forced to 
examine and re-examine re¬ 
cently what it is we are trying to 
do. 

This article is simply an 
illustration of the kind of 
thinking I have been doing for 
some time, in the hope that it 
may stimulate thought or dis¬ 
cussion on the subject through 
this newspaper because, whe¬ 
ther we like it or not. change is 
going to come to schools of 
architecture forced by the 
Government through NAD/ 
Esher or the HMI report, or by 
the professional body in its pre¬ 
occupation with numbers or 
EEC architects working here. 
Since that change is, in my • 
opinion, inevitable, we might as 
well lake the opportunity to 
rethink our teaching philosophy 
in a way which wc have not done 
since the Oxford Conference of 
1958. 

By and large I believe that 
Dritish schools are better than 
our European counterparts (for 
reasons which I do not have the 
space to go into) but I also 
believe ourselves to be capable 
bT substantial improvement 
(some schools, of course, more 
than others), particularly in the 
area of "technology" and I am 
going to restrict my discussion 
to the "technology" subjects. 

I do not think you can or 
should separate "technology” 
teachingfrom the design process 
— you cannot, and it is not that I 
do not believe there to be 
substantial problems in “de¬ 
sign” teaching. I do, but simply 
because dealing with teehnology 
subjects in architectural edu¬ 
cation has been one of my major 
preoccupations over the last 14 
years. 


First, let us call the subject 
"architectural technology” to 
distinguish it from all the other 
technologies around. "Archi¬ 
tectural technology” might be 
described by practitioners as the 
area of design which ensures 
that buildings do not fall down, 
let in rain, become too hot, and 
so on. “Competence" in other 
words, although the definition 
does not take into account 
attributes of design such as 
appropriateness, consistency or 
richness which can only be 
achieved by a designer who 
understands detail design in 
some depth. 

The “competence" defin¬ 
ition, however, is probably 
superior, or at least more useful, 
to the definition of architec¬ 
tural technology which is given 
by the RTBA in terms of the 
external examination for mem¬ 
bership. Schools of architecture 
survive because the RIBA 
recognises that the school's 
examinations are at least as 
rigorous as the RIBA's own 
external examination, and the 
students are therefore exempt 
from these examinations (and, 
of course, once such "recog¬ 
nition" is withdrawn, the school 
is operationally finished). 

Therefore schools must, under 
the present system, at least base 
their ownexaminationson those 
set by the RIBA, even though 
only a tiny proportion of 
students now qualify for mem¬ 
bership by sitting externally. 


Flaws 


Architectural technology as 
presently defined by the RIBA 
contains four main areas of 
study: theory of structures; 
principles of building (including 
"materials") and design tech¬ 
nology, that being the imple¬ 
mentation of architectural 
technology teaching in terms of 
design work in projects. 

There are major flaws, how¬ 
ever, in using this sort of 
categorisation, the most impor¬ 
tant of which is the categorisa¬ 
tion itself. While it is obviously 
necessary to separate certain 
characteristics of building de¬ 
sign in terms of competence 
(design to keep noise out is, 
obviously, a different kind of 
activity from design to keep 
buildings from falling down), 
the categorisation has led to a 
teaching system in which spe-

cialism in these individual 
subjects has been encouraged to 
the detriment of "whole build¬ 
ing" design. 

This specialisation was orig¬ 
inally brought about by the 
principles set out by the 1958 
Oxford Conference which en¬ 
couraged specialists from the 
sciences to come into architec¬ 
tural education, which would 
have the effect of raising the 
academic stan dard. The ai m was 
understandable, and certainly 
an improvement has taken place 
in literary skills where the 
imported methodologies from 
English, history and the social 
sciences have been directly 
applicable to the designer's need 
to analyse and write, but the 
same cannot be said of the 
“technology" subjects, where 
specialists have brought into 
architecture the so-called "scien¬ 
tific” tradition ofexaminingone 
variable in depth, when this kind 
of model is inappropriate for 
architectural study which re¬ 
quires a different multi-variable 
model where breadth is in¬ 
finitely more important than 
depth. 

When you combine the isola¬ 
tion of these subject areas with 
the teaching method used, 
which is mostly the "trad¬ 
itional" lecture (and tested by 
the traditional written examin¬ 
ation!) then you havearecipe for 
student incomprehension. The 
huge and indigestible pudding 
called architectural technology 
into which dozens of new 
ingredients have been thrown 
(in the hope that it will all come 
out all right) will only become 
comprehensible if it is all put 
together by means of constant 
design practice through project 
work — “design technology” in 
fact — and carried out as soon as 
possible after the student is 
given the information. 

Even this will not work too 


well unless the technology 
lecturer can act as a studio tutor 
along with the architectural 
tutor (is learning "aesthetics" 
and "functional planning", for 
example, any more difficult for 
an engineer than "energy calcu¬ 
lations" for an architect?). The 
average practitioner, unfamiliar 
with schools, might think this to 
be so obvious as to be not worth 
stating, but he might be sur¬ 
prised at the number of schools 
where the specialist teachers of 
the technology subjects would 
never be allowed near the 
precious "design"domain ofthe 
architectural tutors. 


New model 


You can, in my view, only 
teach architectural technology 
by means of design technology 
— the constant practice of 
design activity in project work 
(sometimes with limited goals, 
sometimes testing the students 
total knowledge at any one 
time), after an initial period (the 
first year of a course?) during 
which the principles of the 
subject are taught by traditional 
lecture methods, or programmed 
learning of some sort. Teaching 
by design has also the enormous 
advantage in that the architec¬ 
tural student is most motivated 
(and therefore most likely to 
learn) while carrying out the 
design process, but .we need a 
new kind of model of building 
reality to replace the individual 
models which exist in the 
various technological subjects, 
and tend towards "fine tuning” 
of the subject. 

I think that model is todo with 
how the building performs as a 
whole, as an object which 
variously is subject to loads, 
winds, heat, cold, noise, rain and 
so on. Thestudent requires to be 
able, in the design process, to 
evaluate how important each of 
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these factors is, and to produce 
in the design a model of reality 
which in a cmdc sense will more 
or less satisfy all criteria at an 
acceptable level, rather than 
deal in fine detail with any one of 
them to the possible detriment 
of the other. 

This model must be the 
framework into which the 
individual technology subjects 
must (It. 

The lack of such a model in the 
teaching process, while my most 
serious criticism of present 
methods, is not my only criti¬ 
cism. The other main one is the 
relevance of some of the existing 
teaching within the technology 
subject areas. Using, for con¬ 
venience, the RIBA subject 
titles, let us consider the subject 
of "structures”. 

How many of the architects 
reading this article have ever 
calculated a slab, truss, beam or 
column (that does not include 
picking a suitable number from 
a safeload table) in their profes¬ 
sional lives, or ever considered 
many detail "moments of in¬ 
ertia" or "section module"? 
Very few, I imagine, but yet this 
is still the basis of structural 
teaching in many schools of 
architecture, bused on the 
notion that a simple design 
condition —a column, u beam, n 
slab in a small job, is going to be 
designed by the architect, and 
that from this teaching of the 
nature or bending, shear and so 
on in a simple condition, the 
designer will understand llu- 
behaviour of the whole building 
structure. 

1 do not think this is a 
correct assumption, and the 
nature of structural teaching 
does not equip the student to 
deal competently with the 
outside world, which in terms of 
the architect's understanding of 
structural behaviour (and his 
liability) is different from what it 


was when these structure tail¬ 
ing methods were adoptedag 
years ago. 

I think today’s student is 
architect has to have it 
different sorts of skills in toe 
of structures; one to do wiiht 
appropriateness of choicei 
structural systems for buildup 
where the design team i, 
include a structural engum 
and the other to do withik 
safely of buildings (smaUerc. 
probably unframed) for wft 
he alone is responsible (c 
liable). 

The first of these skid 
involves the comparison u: 
evaluation of different sue 
tural systems in order to find Ik 
most appropriate solutionioib 
design condition, both fromih 
point of view of struciwi 
economy and its aesthctii 
suitability for the space whidi: 
encompasses. This has alva» 
been a difficult area for strut 
tural engineers to teach (««p 
for rare birds like Peter Ricem 
Tony Hunt who manage tobr 
able to talk about the compln 
behaviour ofthe whole builds 
in terms which are immediate!)

structure (instead of, at present, 
the columns and beams of a 
frame). 

Not only would this have the 
advantage of teaching basic 
structures in terms of building 
elements with which thestudent 
is familiarauhebeginningofthe 
course, but it would actually 
simulate the present state of 
practice increasingly dominated 
by more and more complex 
codes of practice, and standards 
(such as the new BS 5268 on 
structural limber) and the 
severity of Building Rcgnlnt ions 
requiring the architect to ac¬ 
tually carry out this sort of 
calculation (which he mostly 
cannot, at present, since it docs 
not involve a simple beam or 
column). 

If, however, we were to try to 
isolate the two most significant 
failures in post-war building 
arising from what wc are calling 
"technology" sources, they 
would probably be, first, the 
failure of simple building sys¬ 
tems — such as flat roof 
finishes, deterioration in timber 
roofing due to condensation, 
and so on — and secondly, the 
sheer ugliness und shoddiness of 
much of the architectural detail¬ 
ing which abounds in our 
buildings. Both of these types of 
failure arc categorised as being 
under the bnnner of "principles 
of building and materials" the 
second of the RIBA technology 
subjects. 

It is this subject which has 
probably caused the greatest 
degree of difficulty in post- 
Oxford teaching in schools for 
the very reasons that make this 
subject difficult in practice. 
Before the post-war explosion of 
industrialised building tech¬ 
niques and the emergence or a 
vast range of untested building 
components, "construction" 
was mostly taught in schools of 


architecture by praclisingarchi- 
tects or the equivalent of today's 
building inspectors, who taught 
students how to draw (if not 
understand) eaves details, foun¬ 
dation details and so on of 
traditional building conditions. 

If the student, when he 
became an architect, did not 
quite get it right, the result was 
not a catastrophe, since it could 
be fixed by avuncular clerks of 
works or skilled tradesmen. It is 
not necessary in this article to 
define how different the archi¬ 
tectural work is now from those 
halcyon days, and we know now 
that most of the fuilurcs in post¬ 
war building construction came 
about bccnusc wc had no real 
understanding of the behaviour 
of moist air, or wind-blown rain, 
or the properties of plastics, for 
example. There is no doubt that 
the teaching of the scientific 
principles of air movement, 
temperature gradient and so on 
Ims brought about a substantial 
improvement in the quality of 
the modern student's under¬ 
standing of what actually 
happens in materials and their 
nsseinbly in the environment, 
and I think that there is little 
likelihood of the modern stu¬ 
dent designing 1 he kind of 
buildings built in the 1950s and 
60s by traditionally trained 
designers which have caused us 
so many problems. 

Timing 

If, however, the first "failure" 
I described above hos been 
mostly made right by post- 
Oxford leaching of scientific 
principles, the second (detail¬ 
ing) has not. The pre-Oxford 
teaching system had the advant¬ 
age of very few lectures and a lot 
of project lime, which meant 
that students had plenty of 
practice in trying to detail what

they were designing. 

The modern architectural 
course, and particularly the 
“technology” components of it, 
takes up so much time in terms 
of input that students do not 
have lime for, or are not 
encouraged to try, detail design 
of their ideas unless as a mean¬ 
ingless appendage at the end of 
the "design" submission — 
entirely at the wrong place in the 
design process — so that the 
student has little idea about 
attributes of design such ns 
"appropriateness” or "consist¬ 
ency ” of design at n detailed 
level. 

IT! was I on k ing fur n model to 
illustrate what I have just said I 
would look ill the work of 
Mackintosh at Hill House, or 
Horta at the Maison Horln in 
Brussels, in which it could he seen 
that nil the aspects of" principles 
of building” are so much part of 
the overall design, at all scales, 
that any distinction between 
"design” and "technology” is 
spurious. In particular, one is 
conscious of the same visual 
relationship between small com¬ 
ponents ami between large 
ones — there is, in fact, a 
language which is constantly 
being used and which con¬ 
tributes substantially to the 
"wholeness" of the design. 

I f I was attempting to suggest 
improvements as to how wc 
might leach "principles of 
building and materials” in the 
way that I have tried 10 do in 
terms of “structures”, it could 
only be that wc retain our 
current efforts at teaching 
scientific principles, but that a 
great deal more time has to be 
spent in project work in en¬ 
couraging the student to design 
in detail — throughout the 
design process. I do not think 
there is any substitute for the 
student practising this art and 
any attempts by government or 


anyone else to reduce archi¬ 
tecture courses from five to four 
years carries this penalty (un¬ 
less, of course, practices nre 
prepared to take a greater 
responsibility for training). 

Ofthe four subjects presently 
under the architectural tech¬ 
nology umbrella, the environ¬ 
mental sciences require the least 
change because of the impetus 
given to that subject by the 
energy crisis and the consequent 
ahundancc of techniques and 
programmes available for use 
on microcomputers, which can 
allow the student to test his 
design ugninsi climatic criteria 
throughout the design process. 

Coherence 

In conclusion 1 would suggest 
that in terms of the subjects of 
“architectural technology" we 
need to seriously rethink the way 
wc teach structures, rethink the 
way wc teach “detailing” in 
relation todesign.butmostofall 
rethink the way wc divide up for 
convenience of examination the 
subjects of technology. Instead 
wc should consider tile simult¬ 
aneous teaching of nil these 
subjects under one heading: 
"Design technology", taught 
(niter an initial and short period 
of the teaching of “principles") 
hy project work only and by 
tutors across the professional 
band, who arc capable not only 
of dealing with theirownsubjcci 
area in depth but, more im¬ 
portantly, capable of seeing that 
subject as pari of a whole 
building model. 

If we can do that, I think we 
will be ahead of most of the 
world in at least the "tech¬ 
nology" or “competence" end 
of architectural education. 
Provided, of course, the Gov¬ 
ernment and our professional 
bodies give us the opportunity.
